GEN. LAWTON START'S ON AN EX¬ 
PEDITION AGAINST THE TOWN. 

Held l»y Geronomtnn With Three 
Hundred iBNargentR — Gen. Grant

Manila. Poo. 20.—(ion. Liiwtou start- 
«d last night from Manila with the 
Eleventh onvarly. under Col. Lockett, 
and battalions of the Twenty-ninth 
and Twenty-seventh infantry, under 
Lieut. Col. Sargent, to rapture San 
Mateo, where (.eronomluo has 300 in¬ 
surgents. 

Gen. Grant has nearly elenreil Zant- 
tades province. lie diseovered hidden 
in Subig bay a steamer, the I*on Frau- 
eiseo. of 180 tons, fully equipped and 
coaled. She is supposed to be the ves- 
', sel Agttinaldo was keeping ready for 
his escape. Capt. Layson. of the Thir¬ 
ty-second regiment, has routed an in¬ 
surgent band in Zamhelps province, 
killing several officers. Maj. Smith, 
with three companies of the Seven¬ 
teenth. surrounded and captured an¬ 
other hand of guerrillas which was 
terrorizing a large section north. The 
troops killed several of the liaiul. Gen. 
Hughes has raptured insurgent strong¬ 
holds at Leupiz and Roinblou. the 
navy eo-ojierating. Oue man was 
killed and one wounded. The insur¬ 
gents in the island of Panny are ap¬ 
parently suppressed. 

Word of the Yorktoirn Prisoner.. 

Washington. Dec. 20.—Encouraging 
t news reached the navy department 
yesterday from Admiral Watson at 
Manila, respecting the members of 
ihe crew of the Yorktuwu boat's party' 
which landed at Baler last spring. 
The report gives the account of a 
sailor of the party who has made his 
way to Manila, and it shows that 
eleven of the original party of fifteen 
are still alive. The man Rynders. 
who brings the news, was coxswain of 
the Yorktown, a native of Amsterdam, 
but a resident of San I'ruucisco. where 
he shipped. Admiral Watson's cable¬ 
gram is as follows: 

"Seaman Uytulcrs. of the York!own, 
captured at Baler, recaptured with 
Woodbury by cavalry at Bnyomliong. 
has reported oil beard the flagship; 
both wounded when Gilmore was 
i:\kon and left behind; he reports Xy-

Manila. Hoc. 20.—It is officially an¬ 
nounced that Gen. Young reports he 
believes the. American prisoners, in¬ 
cluding Liettt. Gilmore, are now in the 
hands of United States troops. Lieut. 
Col. llowsee and Maj. Hunter have 
bor-ii operating with small commands 
in North Ilocos province, and it is sup¬ 
posed that one of these have effected 
the release of the Americans. The re¬ 
port has not yet been verified. 

FILIPINO PLOTS. 

Evidence of Tliclr A ■■tp-Bi-lluni 
Schemes Come to l.lKht. 

Manila. Dec. 20. —Among the numer¬ 
ous valuable records of the insurgent 
government which have been captured 
by the Americans it is said there are 
numerous letters from the Junta which 
, give tiie outlines of a plan which diad 
' been formed l»y the Filipinos before 
the taking of Manila tos ccurc arms 
sand ammunition from the Americans 
with which to tight them after Manila 
had been captured. Other letters 
found among ilic archives indicate 
that Agulnahlo has had the active 
moral support of prominent anti-ex¬ 
pansionists in the I'uited Stares. 
Gen. Otis will forward these valuable 
papers to the war department in 
Washington. 

HELPED BY' ARYIOI'R. 

Financial Relief for tlie Parking 
House of Squire A Co.. Boston. 

New York. Dec. 20. — A »|>eclnl to 
the Times from Bostoti says; The 
financial situation insofar as it relates 
to the great packing house of John P. 
Squire kr f'c.. which ]ius failed for $3.- 
000.000. lias lieen greatly helped by 
the action of Armour & Co. of Chicago, 
tflio. it is stnted. have come to the as¬ 
sistance of the stranded company. 
Just what has been done is not kuown, 
but it is understood that enough 
money has been guaranteed to make 
the company go along without much 
further trouble. Whether Armour in¬ 
tends absorbing the plant canDot be 
ascertained, the firm refusing to dis¬ 
cuss the matter. 

CROOKED DEAL. 

Startling Allegations Ylmlc Before 
the Grand Jury at l.unolna'. 

Lansing. Mlcli.. Bee. 20.—According 
to allegations made here, based nil re¬ 
sults of grand jury investigations, the

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PANIC ON ’CHANGE. 

Scarcity of Money Cause* Considera¬ 
ble Excitement. 

New York, I»ec. 20. — Panic condi¬ 
tions developed on the stock exchange 
yesterday afternoon with the impera¬ 
tive need of money developed by the 
violent contraction of values. Stocks 
were being thrown over without the 
slightest regard to the price they 
would bring and at distressing sacri¬ 
fice of values. No end to the help¬ 
lessness of the situation seemed in 
sight when, in the last half-hour of 
the market some $10,000,000 wns of¬ 
fered on (he stock exchange by the 
eoueerted action of the clearing house 
hanks to force the rate down to 6 per 
cent without regard to the restricted 
bidding at higher rates which was be¬ 
ing done by other brokers for dis¬ 
tressed operators. The collapse lu the 
money rate checked the decline and 
drove tile bears to cover. The recov¬ 
eries produced by their urgent bidding 
were almost as violent as the declines 
lmd been, but the losses were by no 
means entirely retrieved. Large of¬ 
ferings of stocks cunt" at the rally and 
at some points of the list prices broke 
anew before the close, making the 
close exceedingly irregular and unset¬ 
tled. The excitement continued to the 
end with sentiment looking forward 
ai xiouf l.v for the developments of an¬ 
other day. The seriousness of the 
crisis lias called forth the best efforts 
of powerful and conservative financial 
interests who are busy concerting 
measures to tide over the money dif¬ 
ficulties which beset the stock market 
and which, by reason of their extent 
and fhe large interests involved, 
threaten to affect the country's busi¬ 
ness interests unless obstacles are op¬ 
posed. 

KYHIMIWI MAINE VICTIMS. 

Work 1* I’rocretlliiK l inter (lie Di¬ 
rection of Chaplain t linilwlck. 

Havana. Bee. 20. — A gaug of four¬ 
teen gravediggers, superintended by 
Cliaplaiu I’hidwick and Br. Maeour, 
began the exhumation iu Colon ceme¬ 
tery yesterday of the remains of the 
victims of the Maine. As the eolhns 
were raised to the graveside the re¬ 
mains were immediately placed in 
tin-lined coffins, prepared with lime 
and charcoal bottoms, after which 
mere lime and charcoal were used and 
then the coffins were carried a few 
yards away, where tinsmiths nailed 
down and hermetically sealed the lids, 
the names being distinctly painted 
thereon. Chaplain Cliidwick. using his 
chart, kept a strict account in each in¬ 
stance. Forty coffins exhumed yester¬ 
day were carried to the cemetery 
chapel. Two watchmen are on duty.

Break* Down During: n Performance 
In Chlcuvo. 

Chlcnco Beiv go.—s* Smith llnssi'U 
was obliged by illness to dismiss m* 
audience at the Grand opera house 
last niglii. The breakdown occurred 
iu the first act of "The Hon. John 
Grigsby.” Mr. Bussell was standing 
behind' a long table, the scene being 
that of a lawyer's office. Of a sudden 
it became apparent he had lost Ills 
lines. II s companion player of the 
scene tried to prompt him, but with¬ 
out success. Mr. Bussell then rase and 
in n weak voice and with rather inco¬ 
herent phrases asked Ihe audience to 
excuse his further effort and to con¬ 
sider the performance ended. Mr.

M ill MI D'S FLIGHT. 

Canaca u Great Senanlloii at Con¬ 
stantinople.. 

Constantinople, Dec. 2o—The flight 
of the sultan's son-in-law. Mnlmiud 
Paha. Thursday, with his wife's Jew¬ 
els and all the money he could collect, 
bus caused a great sensation here. It 
has now been ascertained that he 
sailed for Marseilles on a steamer 
and the Turkish government has tele¬ 
graphed to the French minister of for¬ 
eign affairs. M. Deleasse. asking for 
the arrest of Mahmud oil his arrival 
and his return to Constantinople on 
the charge that he is implicated in a 
plot to assassinate the sultan. This 
accusation, however, is generally dis¬ 
credited. and It is believed tbe refugee 
is the victim of an intrigue. 

CYCLONE AT MOZAMBIQUE. 

It YVerck* Many Vr**el* nml Inter¬ 
rupt* Cable Connection*. 

New York. Bee. 20—The Commercial 
Cable company issued the following 
nolice: 

“AVe are advised thut the cable be¬ 
tween Mozambique and I.oureuzo 
Marquez is Interrupted. A terrific cy¬ 
clone at Mozambique lias caused inter¬ 
ruption of tbe Belagoa bay cable, and 
houses have been blown down and 
snips in the harlior have been wrecken. 
The Telegraph station was unroofed, 
but the instruments were saved." 

Restrained by the Judgr. 

Marshall. Mich.. Bee. 20. — But for 
the restraining influence of Judge 
Smith F. F. Stevenson, a chemist of 
Betrolt would have eaten glass on the 
witness stand in the Sanderson ease 
yesterday. Mr. Stevenson testified he 
had fed three dogs ground and pow¬ 
dered glass and ate it himself. He 
testified that the glass hud not hurt 
the dogs. Examination of their stom¬ 
achs and intestines failed to show any 
laceration.

Washington. Dec. 20.—Senator Pet¬ 
tigrew of South Dakota yesterday in¬ 
troduced a Joint resolution tendering 
to Rear Admiral Schley and the offi¬ 
cers and men under Ills command the 
thanks of congress for highly dis¬ 
tinguished conduct in conflict with the 
enemy, as displayed by him in the de¬ 
struction of the Spanisli fleet off the 
harbor of Santiago July 3. 1898. 


BRITISH AROUSED 

NOW REALIZE THE MAGNITUDES OF 
THE TASK BEFORE THEM. 

Baron Robert* Ordered to Sooth 
Africa a* Commander-In-Chief* 
With Lord Kttchner a* Chlef-of- 
Stnff—Buller Will Be Kept Bu*y 
in Natal—All the Remaining Por¬ 
tion* of the Army Reserve Called 
Out —Militia Battalion* Will Be 
Allowed to Volunteer for Service 
Outnlde of the Kingdom—Strong: 
Force of Volunteer* Will Be Em¬ 
ployed. 

London, Dee. 19. — Shortly before 
midnight the following notice was 
jiosteil at the war office: 

"As the campaign in Natal, in the 
opinion of her majesty’s government, 
is likely to require the presence and 
undivided attention of Gen. Sir Red- 
vers Buller, it has been decided to 
send Baron Roberts of Kandahar and 
Waterford as connuander-in-ehief in 
South Africa, with Lord Kitchener as 
chief of staff.” 

The war office lias also issued the 
following announcement: 

"Acting upon the advice of the mili¬ 
tary authorities her majesty’s govern 
nit ’hi has approved Ihe following 
measures: 'All Ihe remaining portions 
of the army reserve. Including Section 
I>. are called out. The Seventh di¬ 
vision. which Is being mobilized, will 
proceed to South Africa without delay. 
The eoniinnnUer-lu-cblef hi South Af¬ 
rica lias been authorized to continue 
to raise, at his discretion, local troops, 
mounted. Niue battalions of militia in 
addition to two battalions which have 
already volunteered for service at 
Malm and one for service in the Chan¬ 
nel islands, will be allowed to volun¬ 
teer for service outside fhe United 
Kingdom: and an equivalent monitor 
of militia battalions will be embodied 
for service at home. A strong force of 
volunteers, selected from the Yeoman¬ 
ry regiments, will he formed for ser¬ 
vice in Soutn Africa. Arrangements 
are being made and will sborily lie an¬ 
nounced for the employment in South 
Africa of a strong contingent of care¬ 
fully selected volunteers. The patri¬ 
otic offers which are being received 
from flic colonies will, so far as pos¬ 
sible, be accepted, preference being 
given to offers of mounted eontin- 
gents.’ ” 

“mark Week" Wake* Tliein Yp. 

London, Doe. 18.—Not for years be¬ 
fore has the queen decided to spend 
- Christ ilia , away train Osborn'’ Her 
decision to remain at Windsor in 
touch with the cabinet is a measure of 
the gravity of the crisis and of the 
anxiety her majesty feels for the wel¬ 
fare of the country. Sue Is neverthe¬ 
less in fair health. 

The queen’s graceful act in present¬ 
ing u flag to the American hospital 
ship Maine is highly appreciated hy 
her own people as well as hy the Amer¬ 
icans in London, mid the morning pa¬ 
pers express the hope that the incident 
means something more than a pretty 
ceremony. 

"Black week,” as last week is now 
universally called, has evidently 
aroused the government and the war 
office to a full sense of their responsi¬ 
bility and of tlie magnitude of the 
task before them. The pallors unani¬ 
mously applaud Ibis awakening, 
despite the fact Hint they recognize 
that the heroic measures now decided 
upon savor rather of weakness than of 
strength. Rumor lias it that the ques¬ 
tion of expense has really been at the 
bottom of the half-lienrtcd measures 
hitherto adopted, and it is not unlike¬ 
ly that 8ir Michael Hicks-Bench. chan¬ 
cellor of the exchequer, and other 
members of the cabinet will resign. 
It was high time that something very 
energetic was done. The British losses 
In killed, wounded, prisoners and 
missing throughout the campaign now 
reach the enormous total of 7,930. 

The tragic circumstances of the ap¬ 
pointment of Lord Roberts almost si¬ 
multaneously wltb tlie announcement 
of tlie death of Ills promising son ex¬ 
cites deepest public sympathy. 

Gen. Warren Arrive* nt Cape Taira. 

liondon. Dec. *19. — Lieut. Gen. Sir 
Charles Warren, commanding the 
Fifth division of the First army corps, 
has arrived nt Cope Town. It is un¬ 
derstood thnt lie will proceed to Port 
Elizabeth. No further news has been 
received regarding the battle at the 
Tugeln river. The latest accounts re¬ 
garding the battle at Magersfonteln 
show that the retirement of the Brit¬ 
ish troops wns executed with the 
greatest coolness and order under a 
heavy Boer artillery fire on Tuesday. 
Mafeklng wns safe on Bee. Ill nml Col. 
Baden-Powell, the British commander 
there. Is still actively pushing out his 
defenses. The other lieleagtterod gar¬ 
risons and positions are still holding 
out. 

Result off British Reverse*. 

Storkstrom. Dee. 19.—As a result of 
the British reverses the whole country 
northward Is iu rebellion. Tlie natives 
there, as well ns those in Basutoland, 
are said to be much disturbed and 
losing heart respecting the strengib of 
the British. 

Buller'* Loaae*. 

London. Dee. 19—Gen. Buller reports 
to the war office that his losses In the 
recent engagement were: Killed. 82: 
wounded, 907; missing, 348; total.

GRAY AND BRIGS. 

Developement* In the Tragic Epi¬ 
sode on the Fargo Bridge. 

Fargo, N. D,. Dee. 20.—Iu searching 
William Gray, tlie man who was shot 
by Chief Murphy of Moorliond, a lot 
of Jewelry, in addition to the burglars' 
tools, was found on liis person. Among 
the articles were some rings stolon a 
week ago when the office of Under¬ 
taker Rice was burglarized. The man 
arrested with Gray is Ed Briggs of St. 
Cloud. He denies complicity in the 
robbery, bttt states lie beard the 
burglary planned. Briggs is under iu- 
dlctmen on a charge of grand larceny 
in Bouton county, Minn., and the of¬ 
ficials will bo here for him. Murphy 
rested comfortably yesterday, and 
there 1ms hern little inflammation. 
The injuries to Gray are of a less seri¬ 
ous nature than first supposed, as the 
bullet took a downward course into 
1 i ! n jaw instead of entering Ids brain, 
as a: first thought. 

HECKLES* SHOUTING. 

One Man Kill* Another While He I* 
Slaughtering u Unlloek. 

Winnipeg, Dee. 20. — Alex ('large, 
late of Braudon. was shot and instant¬ 
ly killed at Stevenson. B. C.. hy a 
man named Jones. Clarke was hold¬ 
ing a bullock for Jones lo shoot, hut 
the Indict missed the animal aud en¬ 
tered Clarke's forehead. The evidence 
before (lie coroner's Jury showed that 
the shooting was accidental, bit* gross-' 
l.v reckless. After shooting Clarke 
Jones shot the bullock and commenced 
the skinning operations. Mr. Webber, 
the employer of the two men. appeared 
excitedly on the scene with the words. 
"You've killed Clarke I" Jones glanced 
ai the dead man aud said: "Get some¬ 
body to take him away." and went oil 
with ills work. Tile Jury passed a 
strong censure on the authorities for 
allowing the discharge of firearms 
within.ihe municipal limits.

He was arrested in W. X. Grnsb.v's 
jewelry store about 1 o'clock Sunday 
morning with his pockets filled with 
gold watches, jewelry, opera glasses, 
ete. The sinll" was all recovered by 
tlie police. Groger said lie merely 
wanted a few Christmas presents for 
his girl, lmd uo money and had to steal 
them, lie begins Ills sentence within 
forty-eight hours after tin- commission 
of tlie crime.

19—H. J. O’Neill 
of Chicago, now here, denies that Ids 
wife in the settlement of the suit 
against her at Montreal agreed not to 
bring suit for damages against cred¬ 
itors who had her detained. He will 
soon commence libel suits against pa¬ 
pers and all creditors that have been 
imaligning his wife and himself. 


HOUSE PASSES IT 

CURRENCY BILL VOTE STANDS 100 
TO ISO.

Wi!*nim.’ton, Deo. 19.—The currency 
bill which was debated nil last week 
was passed yesterday liy the house by 
a vote of 190 to 150. It bad the united 
support of every Republican iu tin’ 
house and' of eleven Democrats, 
Messrs. Clayton. Driggs. Fitzgerald. 
Levy. Ruppert. Scttdder. Underhill and 
Wilson of New York. Aller of Penn¬ 
sylvania. Denny of Maryland and Mr. 
Thayer of Massachusetts. All the 
other Democrats voted against the 
measure or were paired against it ex 
eept John Walter Smith, governor- 
elect from Maryland. Mr. Stallings ot 
Alabama and Gen. Joseph Wheeler of 
Alabama. Mr. Stallings has not lieen 
present in the house this session ow¬ 
ing to illness, and one of his colleagues 
announced that if present lie would 
have voted iu the negative. Gen. 
Wheeler is serving in the Philippines. 
Wheu the speaker announced tlie re¬ 
sult the Republicans cheered lustily. 
After the vote the speaker rather llll- 
expeetedlya linounecd the committee 
selections, and the reading of tit” lists 
was followed with Intense earnest ness 
hy the members whose opportunities 
for distinction depends so largely upon 
their committee ijsslgmneins. Tlie 
only incident iu connection with the 
reading of the lists was Mr. Hailey's 
interrogatory of the speaker as to 
whether Gen. Wheeler's name hail 
been placed upon tlie committee on 
ways and means. Speaker Hender¬ 
son responded in tlie negative. An¬ 
nouncement of tlie dentil of the late 
Representative Bland of Missouri, 
which occurred last summer, caused 
nit early adjournment.

What the sena,e may accomplish in 
tlie way of legislation for tlie Philip¬ 
pines during tlie present session is 
problematical. Inn that tlie question 
will be thoroughly discussed ii indi¬ 
cated hy tile iiiiiiiIht of resolutions 
bearing upon it being introduced. In 
opposition to tlie retention Ity tlie 
United States of the Philippine islands 
two resolutions were introduced yes¬ 
terday. one hy Mr. Tillman of Smith 
Carolina, and tlie oilier by Mr. Bacon 
of Georgia.

IN AMERICAN SAMOA. 


Something About The People Lately Taken Into 
Our National family. 


B;r the partition of Samoa, a few 
days ago,Uncle Sam annexes 384 square 
miles of additional Pacific island ter¬ 
ritory, and makes 5,200 more Malay- 
Polynesians American subjects. The 
five islands falling to us are hardly a 
fourth the area of the entire Samoan 
group, yet in many respects we get a 
very generous third. Tutuila. the 
largest of these five now our territory, 
contains 240 square miles, and is,there¬ 
fore, only a seventh the area of Long 
Island. Savall and Upolou, which fall 
to Germany, are each more than dou¬ 
ble its extent. Nevertheless Tutuila 
Is more suited to our wants than either 
of these. Although it is barely men¬ 
tioned in popular literature on Samoa, 
the state department has stowed away 
in its files several extensive descrip¬ 
tions from representatives who have 
explored it. Their accounts attest that 
it offers better facilities for a naval 
station than any island in the Pacific 
ocean. Pago Pago, its magnificent 
bay ceded to us as far back as 1872, 
is the most completely landlocked har¬ 
bor in the world. It is by far the 
largest and safest in the entire group, 
while that of Apia, ceded to Germany, 
is treacherous and ill-protected against 
storm, as proved by the great disaster 
of a few years ago. Pago Pago, formed 
by a submerged volcanic crater, ex¬ 
tends two miles inland, and can con¬ 
tain our entire navy, sheltered against 
hurricane by perpendicular walls of 
rock, in many places 1,000 feet high. 
It lies in an almost direct line between 
San Francisco and Australia, and near¬ 
ly in the path of vessels plying be¬ 
tween the Philippines and the pro¬ 
posed Nicaraguan or Panama canals. 
Considering this magnificent location 
and the fact that the navy last year 
began preparations to utilize this bay 
for a coaling and supply station, it 
would have been folly to have ceded it 
with Tutuila to Germany in exchange 
for a larger island. 

Americans in Tutuila will enjoy the 
tnost beautiful scenery of the Samoan 
Islands. Here and there their eyes 
will feast upon grottoes and natural 
fountains. At many points liquid 
lava, irregularly cooled, has formed 
great caverns opening toward the sea 
and often communicating inland with 
the upper levels of the cliffs through 
hollow shafts of natural formation. Al- 
> though there is considerable rain dur- 
InR the year to keep jhe soil moist, 
there is no dreary rain;.' season, as in 
the West Indies or Philippines. The 
eternal summer keeps vegetable life at 
its height the year round. 

Uncle Sam’s 3,700 new subjects In 
Tutuila are Independent of the two 
royal houses of Malietpa and Tupea, 
which have waged the troublesome 
native wars. This fact alone will be 
advantageous to us. The Tutuilans 
are governed by their own hereditary 
chiefs, Fulmora, Tutele, Statele and 
Le Tun, each of whom reigns over a 
district. Above them all is Maunga.the 
great chief of the whole island. These 
tribes are descended from one great 
family, known as Leatou. What has 
been published in regard to the natives 
of the larger Samoan islands applies 
to them generally. They are Malay- 
Polynesians, like the Tagals in the 
Philippines, but are a higher type.men- 







still practiced to some extent on the 
sly. although no man lives with more 
than one wife at a time. When he 
tires of one spouse he calmly packs 
her off to her mother and takes an¬ 
other. Although the Tutuilans can 


with cocoanuts, while the mountains 
are prolific in breadfruit trees and 
bananas. There being no fresh water 
on the island the people drink cocoa- 
nut milk, or from brackish springs, 
'l ms probably accounts for the drink¬ 
ing restrictions applied to King Tui. 

The largest cocoanuts of the world 
are grown on Manua island, according 
to A. B. Sternberger, who once visited 
it as special agent in behalf of the 
state department. The great shells are 
used as water vessels. The natives, 
although Christianized like their ruler, 
are very primitive and have little in-

build barricaded war canoes, holding 
two hundred men. can throw up earth¬ 
works and use firearms, they can be 
kept in order by a small garrison in 
time of threatening trouble. The re¬ 
puted savagery and bloodthirstiness of 
these people caused their island until 
late years to be always avoided by 
ships going to Samoa. Information 
collected by the missionaries, however, 
indicates that this reputation was un¬ 
deserved. In 1787. La Perouse, a 
French explorer, landed off Tutuila. A 
boat containing twelve of his crew was 
attacked in a small bay. off the BO.lth- 
west coast, and all were massacred by 
a traveling party of natives from Upo¬ 
lou. The place is still known as Mas¬ 
sacre bay, and the Tutuilans have al¬ 
ways received credit for the crime. 

The Samoan partition added to our 
list of potentate subjects a real live 
king, who will probably be treated 
with the same policy as applied to the 
sultan of Sulu. This king, Tui Manua, 
rules over the island of Manua, or 
Tau, as it is often called, the largest of 
a small group of three islands, sixty 
miles east of Tutuila. Although Ma¬ 
nua was classed among the Samoan 
group, the native subjects of King 
Tui have always made their own laws 
and have kept to themselves. 

Their potentate, although a Chris¬ 
tian. is not permitted to walk, to drink

water, nor bathe in the sea. Were he 
to violate this rule some dire misfor¬ 
tune would be sure to befall his people. 
It is said that the royal families of 
Samoa originally sprang from Manua. 
it.ng Tui therefore prides himself on 
his blue blood. Manua Is one hundred 
square miles in area, or less than half 
the size of Tutuila. Tau, the residence 
of his majesty, is situated on the west 
coast Manua rises like a great dome 
to an elevation of 2,000 feet, but is 
skirted by a belt of flat land covered 


tercourse with the outer world. They 
carry oil and copra in open boats to 
Apia or Pago Pago for barter. 

All of these new possessions are free 
from dangerous animals. In the 
mountains exist a few wild dogs, be¬ 
lieved to be descendants of domestic 
species left by visiting sailors. Wild 
hogs also roam in herds in the forests, 
and the natives say that they antedate 
tuc first white visitors. Other fauna 
are the vampire bat, the flying fox, 
sometimes four feet from tip to tip 
of wings, and the remarkable tooth- 
bill pigeon, with three teeth upon eatli 
side of Its lower mandible. The prin¬ 
cipal fishes are the dolphin.monito and 
mullet. 

The most valuable commercial prod¬ 
uct of Tutuila, Annu and Manua group 
is the cocoanut palm, from which do- 
pra, used In the manufacture of cocoa- 
nut oil, is obtained by drying the ker¬ 
nel of the fruit. While the cocoanut 
crops of the two large islands ceded to 
Germany has been greatly reduced 
during the native wars, that of the 
islands now belonging to us remains 
unharmed. The breadfruit tree, grown 
in great abundance, will always sup¬ 
ply the natives with their staple article 
of diet. The fruit furnishes their staff 
of life, while the wood furnishes the 
framework of their dome-shaped huts. 

SMOKINC BY WOMEN. 

It lias Become a Common Practice In 

Arlutoctatlc London Caf«n. 

“While I was in London last 
month,” said a New Orleans broker 
who has just returned from a trip 
across the big pond, “I was greatly 
surprised at the number of women I 
saw smoking in public. Of course, one 
can always see that sort of thing in 
the bohemian resorts and the cafes 
patronized chiefly by folks from the 
continent, but it was something of a 
shock to bump into it at such estab¬ 
lishments as the Savoy and the Hotel 
Cecil. In both places, and three or 
four other equally aristocratic, I saw 
society women pHffing cigarettes as 
coolly as chappies at a roof garden. The 
spectacle is so common that It has 
ceased to attract any attention, and 
it was tolerably evident that the ladies 
who were Indulging did so because 
they liked it, and not merely to be 
eccentric. I dropped into the Cafe Roy¬ 
al one evening with a London friend 
and wc were shown to seats in the 
large public dining room not far from 
what was evidently a theater party of 
eight or nine people. They were just 
concluding a late supper, and one of 
the ladles, who was the picture of el¬ 
egant refinement, and by no means in 
her first youth, produced a jeweled 
cigarette case and passed it around. 
In a moment everybody was smok¬ 
ing. The lady was the American wife 
of a somewhat noted London club man, 
and was formerly a conspicuous figure 
in Philadelphia society. I mention the 
incident merely to illustrate the prev¬ 
alence of the habit, which reminds me, 
by the way, that the London of to-day 
is very different from the London of 
eight or ten years ago. There is every¬ 
where a marked accession of gayety 
and sprlghtllness; one notices it in the 
shop displays, the theaters, the restau¬ 
rants, and the aspects of the crowds 
at night, and the city in general has 
much more the air and manner of 
the great capitals of the continent. 
The change la particularly noticeable 
to an Infrequent visitor like myself.”— 
New Orleans Tlmes-Democrat.

Serve a* Barometer* of the Weather for 
Their Teacher.

On llacterla. 

Dr. Newman, in his recently pub¬ 
lished volume of the Progressive Sci¬ 
ence series, gives a popular statement 
of the present state of our knowledge 
of bacteria, especially as they are re¬ 
lated to the economy of nature, to in¬ 
dustrial processes, and to the popular 
health. In discussing the biological 
treatment of sewage be states that the 
cultivation beds have an Injurious ef¬ 
fect upon Infective bacteria, and hence 
the final effluent is practically free 
from disease germs. He also describes 
Shattock's experiments, which show 
that sewer air does not necessarily 
increase the virulence of the lowly 
virulent bacilli of diphtheria. The 
sewer air, however, by depressing the 
vitality of the Individual, may allow 
lowly vrulent bacilli already present 
In the throat to develop their full viru¬ 
lence. Dr. Newman says that,though 
the typhus bacillus cannot multiply In 
milk, yet It can exist and thrive In that 
fluid.

A western lady,who formerly lived at 
Cambridge, Mass., writes entertaining¬ 
ly of what she declares was the hap¬ 
piest Christmas of her life. The climax 
Of this merry occasion was a house 
party given at the home of her uncle 
not many miles from Cambridge. The 
lady writes: 

"My uncle owned a big place about 
twenty miles from town, and every 
year he invited all his relatives to 
spend the Christmas holidays with 
him. He was a widower with two chil¬ 
dren—a son 26 years old and a daugh¬ 
ter of 17. This girl, my cousin, Stella, 
was one of the brightest and most 
fun-loving girls 1 have ever known. I 
•was Just two years her senior, and be¬ 
tween us we managed to stir up that 
house party to a degree nothing short 
of startling! Twenty people beside 
our family were invited, there being 
altogether about thirty guests in the 
house. Among them were a young law¬ 
yer from New York (for whom I im¬ 
mediately conceived a violent admira¬ 
tion), a naval officer, three Yale men 
from New Haven, my two brothers, an 
antique female cousin of ours (age un¬ 
known), some girls from New York 
and a yotyig ma cd couple from St. 
Louis. Before the end of r weak Stel¬ 
la and I had almost originated a di¬ 
vorce case, where the young St. Louis 
couple were concerned. Of course, 
there were some other people, but they 
were sort of chaperones, old fogies who 
didn’t count much. Well, that year 
the 25th of December fell on Wednes¬ 
day, and the guests were invited from 
Dec. 23 to Jan. 2, and I can tell you 
we made Rome howl. My brothers 
and I, with our parents, arrived at our 
uncle's late Monday morning. The 
enow had been falling steadily for 
thirty-six hours, and was many inches 
deep. 

"We drove from the little rickety 
atatlon three miles ’cross country to 
the farm. We were the first arrivals, 
and we made good use of the advan¬ 
tage over the other invited guests. The 
next train, at 4 o'clock, brought them 
all, and at 5 they came shouting and 
•lnging up to the house, an sleighs, 
wagons and carriages, borrowed from 
the farmers all over that part of the 
country. Well, the first evening was 
passed In the big dining room, all of 
ns crowded about the routing log fire. 
That la, all of us, excepting the young 
lawyer from New York and—myself. 
We were seated on a chintz-covered 
aoap-box, off in a dim corner of the 
room, discussing—er—the possibilities 
of effect of mistletoe on—ah—mankind. 
Before the candles were brought in to 
announce the ‘time for disappearing,’ 
we two had begun to understand each 
other. It was our .first meeting, but In 
thp country, and at Cbrlstmastlde, peo¬ 
ple become acquainted very quickly. 


"The next morning we all arose at 8 
o'clock, and after the jolliest kind of a 
breakfast, we hauled in great bunches 
of evergreen, reels of crow-foot moss, 
and pile after pile of holly and mistle¬ 
toe. We spent most of the day on step 
ladders or tables, hammering and tack¬ 
ing the Christmas decorations in place. 
And in the evening my uncle had a big 
pine tree brought in and set up in the 
parlor. We had each brought scores 
of little packages from town to present 
on Christmas morning, and these 
were suspended from the branches of 
the tree. Mistletoe was everywhere, 
and so were the girls. The conse¬ 
quence will be readily understood—the 
men were not of the variety known as 
shy. 

"It was long past midnight when we 
trooped otf to our rooms and 2 o’clock 
struck before the last good night rang 
down the darkened hallway. As soon 
as all was quiet, I stole from my room, 
and tip-toed down the corridor to my 
cousin Stella’s door.

The Progress of Science, 

The British association, meeting 
Una year at Dover, has once more 
marked the world’s progress in those 
matters which are commonly grouped 
mulct' the word science. The presi¬ 
dent, in his opening address, drew an 
inti resting comparison between the 
state of knowledge as It is now with 
that of 100 years ago, and by way of 
illustration he pictured the town of 
Dover as it was in 1799, with its un- 
iighted streets and its meager cross- 
ihannel service of sailing vessels. He 
Jlaimed that, although a most rapid 
advance had been made in the manu¬ 
facture of weapons of precision, and 
in explosives, there was a deep under¬ 
current of influence sapping the very 
foundations of war, for the touch of 
science made the whole world kin. 
Even now arrangements were being 
made by whicl> the leading academies 
of the world will, by representatives, 
meet at intervals to discuss questions 
In which the learned of all lands are 
interested, and he thought it probable 
that this first meeting would be held 
at Paris in connection with the world's 
fair which Is to be such a distinguish¬ 
ing feature of the close of the nine¬ 
teenth century. 

Use. for Skim Milk. 

An interesting process is reported 
by the chief of the dairy division of 
the United States department of agri¬ 
culture, Major Alvord. This is a new 
composition somewhat resembling cel¬ 
luloid made from skimmed milk. 
Paper sizing is now made in consider¬ 
able quantities in the United States; 
It is the dry caseine from skimmed 
milk. It requires considerable of the 
skimmed milk to make this product, 
but at the same time vast quantities 
of skimmed milk are now wasted 
which can be utilized in making the 
new material, which is suitable for 
the manufacture of oilcloth, book cov¬ 
erings, billiard balls—in fact, for 
many things for which either celluloid 
or hard rubber is now used, and It has 
many advantages of its own, Including 
impermeability to water and non- 
inflammability. It is thought that it 
can be used in the manufacture of 
electrical insulators. 

Photographing .t the Paris Exposition. 

Amateur photographers will receive 
excellent treatment at Paris. The 
French commissioners have made a 
ruling concerning the taking of pic¬ 
tures at the exposition. Cameras will 
be allowed on the exposition grounds 
after a permit has been secured from 
the exposition authorities. A charge 
of 10 cents will be made for this, and 
the applicant will be required to fur¬ 
nish his name, age and other personal 
data, together with his residence in 
Paris. Only the buildings and gen¬ 
eral group can be taken. Photographs 
of individual exhibits will not be al¬ 
lowed, as the patent laws of France 
guarantee the patentee against photo¬ 
graphs of articles exhibited. A charge 
of $2 was made for similar privileges 
at the World’s Fair In Chicago, and 
photographs were even then taken 
with difficulty. 

Antarctic Exploration. 

In the Strand Magazine Sir George 
Newnes tells the story of the Southern 
Cross antarctic expedition up to Feb. 
27 of the present year. “What has hap¬ 
pened since then none but the brave 
band of ten determined men can know 
until January next. Our winter Is of 
course their summer, and then the ice 
will break up and met, and the 
Southern Cross, which has returned to 
warmer latitudes during the Interval, 
will steam to Cape Adair once more.” 
It Is the belief of scientists that the 
most important work of exploration 
yet to be done lies in the antarctic 
continent, and the subject has a prom¬ 
inent place at all the geographical so¬ 
cieties of the world.

Wind Scattered Powder, and a Man 
tVm Blown to Piece* in the Ex¬ 
plosion. 

Pen Argyle. Ta.. Dec. 17.—J. Arnold 
Parsons, twenty-three years old. was 
literally blown to pieces at the United 
States slate quarry here. Parsons was 
preparing to sot off a blast when the 
powder that had been scattered by the 
high wind became ignited. The blaze 
set off the charge lie was working on, 
aud he was instantly killed. 


Wheat Crop of 19IMt.

Steamer Faria to Be Overhauled. 

Loudon, Dee. 17.—The difficulties con¬ 
nected with the Insurance of the Amer¬ 
ican line steamer Paris, which ran on 
the rocks off the Manacles, May 21 
last, and which was refloated July 11, 
have been settled. The vessel will be 
handed over to Harland & Wolff, at 
Belfast, for a thorough overhauling. 
When she resumes her place in the 
trans-Atlantic service a year hence she 
will be recliristened after an American 
city. 


Death Sentence Commuted. 

Washington. Dec. 17.—Commutation 
is made of ilic death sentence passed 
by court martial upon Corporal Darnp- 
roger and two soldiers of the Washing¬ 
ton volunteers who were charged with 
ravishing Filipino women. The com¬ 
mutation Is to twenty years' imprison¬ 
ment. Iu making this commutation 
the war office overrides the original 
sentence, although ihey had been 
passed by military lawyers.

Bl« Deni on Foot. 

San Francisco, Dec. 17. — The Call 
says that a large deal affecting the can 
ning industries of California is on foot. 
It involves an amount of over $1,000,- 
000. Subscriptions in the East amount¬ 
ing to $750,000 for stock in a new cor¬ 
poration lias been secured. If the deal 
is perfected practically all the canning 
business of the state will be under the 
control of the present combine and the 
new one to be formed. 


Shut-Out May Be Averted. 

Chicago, Dec. 17.—Union labor decid¬ 
ed. after a-stormy day over arbitration 
matters, once more to send a commit¬ 
tee to confer with the contractors on 
the matter of the latters’ grievances 
arising out of sympathetic strikes and 
other rules of the workingmen which 
are said to bo oppressive. It is be¬ 
lieved an amicable arrangement will be 
reached aud the threatened shut-out on 
Jan. 1 averted. 


Locomotive Factory for Ilminla. 

London, Dee. 17.—The Vienna corre¬ 
spondent of the Times says: The 
Politiselie Corresponz has been in¬ 
formed that a Philadelphia firm Is ne¬ 
gotiating with the Russian government 
for the construction of a large locomo¬ 
tive factory at a suitable point on the 
Siberian railway and also for a rail 
mill at a cost of $5,000,000. which will 
be provided by Amerioan capitalists. 


Heir to a Hill Fortune. 

New York. Dec-. 17.—Thomas B. Al- 
bin of Patchogue.

PHILADELPHIA VMS 


GETS THE REPUBLICAN RATIONAL 
CONVENTION. 


Chicago, New York and St. Loul* 
Were Her Competitors and tbe 
Quaker City Came Out oa Tap by 
tbe Narrow Margin of One Vote— 
June 10 Fixed ns the Date for 
tbe Convention — Forty-Three of 
tbe Forty-live States Were Rep¬ 
resented at the Meeting, Over 
AVItlch Mr. llannn Presided. 


Washington, Doc. 17.—Tin* Republic¬ 
an national convention will be held at 
Philadelphia on Tuesday. June 19, 
next. Tlie place and date were de¬ 
cided ui>on by tlie national Republican 
committee yesterday after a friendly 
contest for the honor of entertaining 
i lie convention between the city select¬ 
ed. Chicago, New York aud St. Louis. 
The meeting of the committee was held 
at the Arlington aud was presided over 
by Senator Hanna, the chairman of 
the committee. Forty-three of the 
forty-five states and each of the six 
territories were represented. Senator 
Foraker, proxy for Charles L. Kurtz, 
the national committeeman from Ohio, 
and Senator Wolcott, proxy for J. F. 
Saunders of Colorado, being the only 
absentees. In addition to the com¬ 
mittee many of the big wigs of tlie 
Republican party were in attendance. 
Through the session everything was 
harmonious, every speech that was 
made emphasizing the fact that Presi¬ 
dent McKinley will be renominated 
aud that the convention will, in fact, 
simply be a ratification meeting. 

The claims of rival cities were pre¬ 
sented by distinguished citizens of 
encli in open session. The balloting oc¬ 
curred in the afternoon behind closed 
doors. Philadelphia won by rite narrow 
margin of one vote. After the time 
and place had been selected the com¬ 
mittee considered briefly a request 
from Delaware that the committee 
take some action to straighten out the 
fncticnal fight in Hint state to prevent 
two contesting delegations from ap¬ 
pearing from that state. The commit¬ 
tee decided it had no jurisdiction. Af¬ 
ter the Delaware case had been dis¬ 
posed of the chairman was authorized 
to appoint a subcommittee of five to 
make arrangements for the convention 
and also a committee of three to pre¬ 
pare and distribute literature. Chair¬ 
man Hanna and Secretary Diek were 
made ex-ofHcio members of all the sub¬ 
committees. 

Messrs. Manley of Maine. Long of 
Florida and Simon of Oregon were ap¬ 
pointed a subcommittee to consider the 
election of delegates from the District 
of Columbia. Adjournment was taken 
until 11 o’clock to-day. when the Payne 
resolution for changing the system' of 
representation will be 1 troughi up for 
consideration. 


PAINE'S RESOLUTION* 


It Will Not Re Passed at This Meet¬ 
ing of the Committee. 

The Paine resolution for the reap¬ 
portionment of delegates to the nation¬ 
al Republican conventions on the basis 
of the Republican vote east in the 
states and territories will not be 
pressed at tiiis meeting of the national 
committee. After a conference with 
the president at the White House, at 
which Secretary Dix and Gov. Nash of 
Ohio were present. "Mr. Paine decided 
to abandon tlie effort to have it acted 
on at this meeting. Much opposition 
had developed to the proposed change 
and the conclusion was readied that 
it was inexpedient to push the matter 
at this time. Mr. Paine will make a 
statement before tbe committee setting 
forth the reasons which prompted them 
to reach the decision stated. 


PLAGUE SHIPS. 


They May Leave Quarantine and 

Dincharice Tl»olr ('argof*. 

New York. Dec. 17. — The steamers 
Rngusa and Roman Prince, which 
have been detained at quarantine be¬ 
cause of the presence of bubonic 
plague at Santos, their port of de¬ 
parture. have been ordered to Robin's 
Reef anchorage, in the upper bay, 
where they will discharge the coffee 
cargoes into lighters. Both steamers 
are still under supervision of tlie health 
officer, who is searching for a safe 
anchorage for the lighters, where they 
v.an lie and be secured from communi¬ 
cation with the shore. The cargo of 
the I.asells is nearly discharged. The 
lighters with her eahgo on board are 
anchored off Clifton. ,S. I., waiting the 
termination of their period of deten¬ 
tion. 

HBCHUTS FOR MANILA. 

One Thonsnod Men Will Be Sent to 
Fill Up Ilie Beslmenls. 

Washington. Dec. 17.—The war de¬ 
partment has arranged In send about 
1,000 recruits to Manila to fill tbe regi¬ 
ments which are running sliort on ac¬ 
count of death, disease and discharge. 
The steamer Sumner is being trans¬ 
ferred into a transport at New York 
and will be used for tlie transportation 
of those recruits, who are now being 
congregated at Fort Slocum, N. Y. Ac¬ 
cording to the present plan the Sumner 
will sail fi'oui New York on the 15th 
proximo, and will make the trip to 
Manila by way of the Suez canal. 


Allen Not Sure of HI* Seat. 

Omaha. Dec. 17. — The question la 
raised as to whether W. V. Alien, ap¬ 
pointed senator from this state, can be 
seated. The contention of some is 
that Hayward having never taken his 
seat the whole matter Is in the same 
position ns where stnte legislatures 
failed to elect at the expiration of the 
term of his predecessor. 


For MnnlerliiB Her Hoaliantl. 

Osceola. Icwa. Dec. 17.—Mrs. Julia 
Crosby was called lor trial yesterday 
on the charge of murdering her hus¬ 
band at their home at Woodbine by 
shooting him. She pleaded guilty. She 
will be sentenced to twenty years. 


A«*tialla'» Wheat Area. 

Sydney. N. S. W., Dec. 17 —The of¬ 
ficial estimates of the wheat area of 
the colony are 1.301,511 acres, with a 
probable yield of 13.900,700 bushels;

WILD SCENES AT DUBLIN. 


Mr. Chamberlain's Visit Arouse* Vi¬ 
olent Pro-Boer Demonstration*. 

Dublin, Dec. 19.—The announcement 
that a pro-Boer meeting would be eon.- 
veued yesterday as ft protest against 
the proposal of tlie Trinity college to 
confer a degree upon Joseph Chamber¬ 
lain led to exciting scenes. A ISrge 
force of police was called out and the 
troops were held In readiness. Maud 
Goime. tlie so-called “Irish Joan of 
Are,” and James Connolly, the Irish 
Republican, drove in a. wagonette to 
the place appointed for the meeting, 
which was nttended by a large crowd. 
Mr. Coni-olly tried to speak but was 
prevented by the police. The wagon¬ 
ette then made a tour of the street, the 
crowd rapidly increasing, cheering for 
tlie Boers, singing “God Save Ireland” 
and “We'll hang Joe Chamberlain on 
a sour apple tree.” and using disgust¬ 
ing expressions against the queen, the 
empire and the administration. 

While passing Dublin castle tlie oc¬ 
cupants of the wagonette waved the 
Transvaal flag defiantly, whereupon 
the police stopjied the vehicle and 
seized the flag. The wagonette, at¬ 
tended by a large body of police, who 
often cleared the streets, then drove to 
the rooms of the Irish Transvaal com¬ 
mittee. where Michael Davitt. Will¬ 
iam Redmond and J. O'Brien were 
waiting. A meeting of about sixty 
persons was held. Messrs. Davltt. 
Redmond and O'Brien speaking in vio¬ 
lent condemnation of the war and of 
Mr. Chamberlain, and declaring that 
the latter's visit at such a time was 
proof of his callous nature. The 
speakers urged that should an oppor¬ 
tunity occur Dublinltes ought to show 
their detestation of the colonial secre¬ 
tary in unmistakable fashion. Mr. 
Davitt said: “All Irishmen rejoice in 
the triumphs of the Boers. No power 
in Europe would now fear Great Brit¬ 
ain except, perhaps, the Prince of 
Monaco.” Mr. Redmond said: “Mr. 
Chamberlain deserves not doctors, bttt 
executioners.” 


SNOW SLIDE FATALITIES. 


Several Death* aud Some Dent ruc¬ 
tion of Property In Colorado. 

Denver, Colo., Dec. 10.—James Ken¬ 
nedy. a miner employed on the Silver 
Queen of Ouray. Colo., was carried 
over a 500-foot cliff to death, and his 
companion. Jeff Engle, had a narrow 
escape, being saved only by suspension 
in a higli pine that withstood the shock 
of the snowslide. Both men were 
walking to their work over a narrow 
trail scarcely two feet wide. Hearing 
the slide coming, they tried to run be¬ 
fore its rath, but were too slow. Engle 
was stripped of his clothing, but oth¬ 
erwise was not damaged. Teliuride 
reports the wrecking of tlie stamp mill 
of Thomas lode iu the Bear Creek 
basin and the dcatli of T. E. Thomas. 
Bert Hnpklrk was on watch in tlie mill 
at the time but was warned in time 
to run into the tunnel that led from the 
mill. The mill was destroyed, entail¬ 
ing a loss of $5,000. At the Revenue 
tunnel A. S. Sartor! was carried down 
100 feet atul escaped with both legs 
broken. Antone Gallosi. who was 
hurled in the snow slide at Silver 
Plume last winter and was dug out 
alive, was killed within thirty feet of 
the scene by smoking while loading 
dynamite cartridges. 


INCREASE IN FREIGHT RATES. 


Mont Hnil leal Advance Ever Made 
Goe* Into Effect Jnn. 1. 

Chicago. Dec. 19. — Tbe Chronicle 
says: "One of the most radicle and 
general advances ever made in freight 
rates will go into effect on all the rail¬ 
ways east aud west of Chicago Jan. 1. 
Thousands of articles of every-day 
consumption will be affected anti the 
increase will average 35 anti 40 per 
cent, the jump on many classes reach¬ 
ing 50 per cent. The contemplated ac¬ 
tion of the railroad officials has 
aroused tlie shipping interests of the 
country and vigorous protests are be¬ 
ing made against the sweeping rise. 
The shippers say that If the carrying 
charges are increased to the extent an¬ 
nounced by the railways it will have 
the effect of increasing retail prices in 
every line of trade. 


TO AID THE nOERS. 


Ancient tinier of Hlliernlun* Will 
IlHlne $1,000,000. 

St. Louis, Dec. 19.—At a meeting of 
the county board of tlie Ancient Order 
of Hibernians the Bocr-Brltlsli war 
was discussed at length aud the mem¬ 
bers decided to put on foot a move¬ 
ment to raise $1,000,000 for the purpose 
of equipping aud transporting troops 
to South Africa to aid the Boers and 
Free Staters in their light for inde¬ 
pendence. 


SEALSKINS COSTLY. 


An Advance of 40 Per Cent In Sale* 
In London. 

Vancouver. B. C.. Dee. 19.—Owners 
of sealing vessels have received ad¬ 
vices from London of an advance of 40 
per cent in the prices of sealskins at 
tlie sales Just hold. At tills advance 
$700,000 is due to tills port for the 
skins shipped from here. The skins 
sold from 04 to 08 shillings. 


MURE CUBAN ARMS ( APTI HUU. 


Lot of Concealed Weapon* Found by 
the Guard* Near Guaiitnnnmo. 

Santiago, Cuba. Dec 19.—Another lot 
of concealed anus lias been captured 
near Guantanamo by tlie rural guards. 
A party of colored Cubans was pre¬ 
paring to distribute the weapons. 


Northern Pacific Fatality. 

Lewiston. Idaho, Dec. 19. — A train 
with a load of steel for tlie Northern 
Pacific extension was wrecked at the 
bottom of Kendrick hill.

THE FLAX INDUSTRY 


WELL REPRESENTED AT THE FAR¬ 
GO CONVENTION. 


Two Hundred Delegate*, Represent¬ 
ing Seventeen Flax-Producinn 
State*, Impart and Receive Wis¬ 
dom on the Subject of Flax and 
It* Pcodnct*—Interesting nnd In¬ 
structive Paper* Rend by Well 
Known Authorities—Flux Straw 
For Fodder. 


Tlie importance of tlie flax industry 
of this country is clearly demonstrated 
by the large and enthusiastic attend¬ 
ance at the meeting of the National 
Flux. Hemp and Ramie association, 
which convened at Fargo for a two- 
day’s session. There were at. least 200 
delegates In attendance, and every one 
present bad au individual interest in 
either the growth of flax or tlie manu¬ 
facture of liber. There was consider¬ 
able regret expressed over till* absence 
of President J. Sterling Morton of Ne¬ 
braska, wlio laid hoped to lie there and 
preside at the meeting. The conven¬ 
tion was called to order by the secre¬ 
tary. Mrs. Ileurielte C. Olberg of Al¬ 
bert Lea, Minn. 

Mayor Johnson welcomed the dele¬ 
gates. Ho said: 

“The interest which lias been created 
by flax among the citizens of North 
Dakota iu tlie last few- years lias al¬ 
most overshadowed wheat. I am in¬ 
formed that North Dakota has this 
year produced nearly, if not quite, one- 
lmlf of tlie entire crop of the United 
States, and that Cass county has pro¬ 
duced nearly one-tentli of tlie entire 
flax crop of this great nation. Yon 
have acted wisely in holding your 
meeting here. We are proud of our 
town ns a whole, and we want you to 
see It. There Is no reason under tin- 
sun why this country should import 
linen goods or thread from the Unlteo 
Kingdom, or from any other country.” 

After the address of welcome Mayor 
Johnson was chosen presiding officer of 
the meeting, and Commissioner of Ag¬ 
riculture Thomas was chosen assistant 
ciinirninn. 

The usual committees were appoint¬ 
ed and adjournment taken until the 
afternoon. 

“Growing Flax for Seed” was the 
first paper read. Prof. Sheppard, of the 
Agricultural college, discussed the sub¬ 
ject broadly. The discovery that anc¬ 
ient Egyptian 

Mummies Were Wrapped In l«inen 

clothes was cited by liim as evidence 
of the early cultivation of flax and tlie 
manufacture of the fiber. Of the culti¬ 
vation of the plant there has been left 
little history. No publications except, 
those of a recent date were extant, aud 
tlie original producers of flax had car¬ 
ried their knowledge with them to the 
grave. Scientific investigation bail 
been very proscribed ami somewhat 
barren of results. The plant demands 
absolutely clean soil. Weeds retarded 
growth, not only absorbing, the moist¬ 
ure but shading the young plant. Much 
depended on tlie time the plant was 
6own. though its extreme susceptibility 
to damage fr;>m frost necessitated more 
care than the ordinary farm products. 
Three pecks per acre was given ns 
nliout the right quantity to sew. Tlie 
y'eld was better on new land on ac¬ 
count of the extreme fertility of the 
soil nnd freedom from weeds. The re¬ 
ported damage to land from tlie culti¬ 
vation of flax could easily be overcome 
by proper cultivation. Diseases of the 
plant were discussed, and tlie necessity 
of investigation for the eradication^of 
all destructive elements was urged. 

"Flax Fiber and Its Uses" was tlie 
subject of a paper by J. I. Reynolds of 
Kansas City, read by Hie secretary. 
The value of tlie crop Is now quoted at 
over $20,000,000 annually. He thought 
it could bo more than trebled by the 
proper use of the flax straw, now being 
entirely thrown away. Aside from the 
manufacture of linen, in which mill¬ 
ions of dollars were being overlooked 
each year, he thought there were many 
minor products, such ns bags. rope, pa¬ 
per and binding twine which would be 
of untold value If the proper machin¬ 
ery could be had. With other machin¬ 
ery for pulling up the flax by the roots 
and saving the most valuable part for 
fiber, much could be saved. He urged 
concerted action and governmental in¬ 
vestigation for improving fiber ma¬ 
chines. 

A statistical report on the growth of 
flax iu the different stales and the in¬ 
creased acreage, especially in North 
Dakota, was discussed by H. N. Thom¬ 
as, commissioner of agriculture for 
North Dakota. The acreage In North 
Dakota, he claims, is nearly (10,000 
acres, and this year's crop was practi¬ 
cal.!' dotible that of last year. He was 
enthusiastic over the natural condi¬ 
tions for tlie plnnt as were evidenced 
In North Dakota nnd Northern Minne¬ 
sota. 

“Flax-Breaking and Reducing Ma¬ 
chinery” was the subject of tbe ad¬ 
dress of Dr. Hinebnugh of Tower City. 
He discussed the invention of J. i. 
Smith of Heron Lake. Minn. This Is 
portable nnd can he moved from one 
straw stuck to another and reduces the 
fiber by separating all the seed and 
chaff and crushing the straw as much 
as the Initial process of fiber mils. Be¬ 
sides bailing the fiber for easy ship¬ 
ment. It Is claimed that seed enough 
could be cleaned to pay for the operat¬ 
ing. The Invrntor was present, and 
convinced the delegates of the value of 
bl9 Invention. 

Hon. Thomas Harrison of Blanchard 
spoke on the growth of flax and the 
adaptlbillt.v of low land for that pur¬ 
pose. By growing the two crops to¬ 
gether he had secured about os good 
yields of each as his neighbors did of 
separate crops. His claim that the 
mixed straw was more valuable for 
feeding purposes than wheat straw ex¬ 
cited considerable attention and ex¬ 
periments along that line. 

Second Day'* Session. 

Seventeen flax-producing states were 
represented in the convention of the 
National Flax and Hemp association, 
which concluded a two-day session 
here to-night. The programme for both 
days was so arranged as to interest 
both tbe agriculturists, who sought in¬ 
formation along tbe lines of cultivation 
In Its varied forms, and those inter¬ 
ested directly in the manufacture of 
tbe fiber and indirectly in tlie encour¬ 
agement of tbe cultivation of tbe plant 


to produce the straw necessary tot 
manufacture. I 

On the part of the farmers the quefi- L 
tlons of the amount of seed, fall plow¬ 
ing, spring plowing, deep plowing, time 
of seeding and damage by lusects and 
kindred subjects were thoroughly de¬ 
veloped. For tbe manufacturers, now 
machinery for the harvest of the plant, ^ 
to secure the best port of tlie stalk 
nearest the ground, the different meth¬ 
ods of separating the fiber from tbe 
woody portion of the plant, and the 
varied machinery for that purpose, 
with the more advanced stages of man¬ 
ufacture in all grades up to linen, con- 
tributed to an Interesting session. All , 
interests seemed to be unified as the 
result of the meeting ami the delegates 
encouraged to greater efforts. A brill¬ 
iant future seems assured for the in¬ 
dustry, and the sentiment seemed pre¬ 
dominant that this portion of the 
Northwest was the Ideal country for / 

producing the plant to its highest de- I. 

gree of perfection.

Or 
Vice presidents were selected from 
each of the seventeen states repre¬ 
sented. Prof. Hays, of tlie Minnesota 
experimental station, was added to the ■ •' 
committee on resolutions, which was- 1 

authorized to report, direct to congress 1 

and urge the necessity of action along 
the lines of further scientific experi¬ 
ments in the cultivation and for new 
machinery for fiber manufacture. The 
executive committee decided that the ^ 
next annual meeting should be held 
next December, but no selection of the 
place will be made for some months. 

The fiber mills, linseed oil mills and' 
refineries were inspected in the fore¬ 
noon nnd this afternoon was devoted 
to the discussion of an instructive pio- 
grnniuie. The work was started with 
a discussion on flax growing by ex- 
State Senator Smith of Casselton. 

A Woaian'* Good Work. 

.Mrs. Oldberg, the secretary, told of 
her interests in tlie business fronuher 
father being connected with tlie man¬ 
ufacture of liber. She was in charge 
of the flax exhibit at tlie Chicago 
world’s fair and Omaha exposition. 

Her account of the retting process of 
separating tlie fiber from tlie stalk was 
one of the most interesting features of 
the day's work. Tbe principles of the 
process were described aud samples 
shown illustrating tlie work. Opjiosed 
to the general idea, tlie fiber was out¬ 
side, not inside, tlie woody stock. Dew 
retting required two weeks. Water 
retting was best with soft water. 

There should be no mineral substances. 
.Stagnant water was bad on account of 
odor and injury to the fiber. Pool ret¬ 
ting was described and retting iu 
streams was not a good plan. The 
lopping system or tank retting was the 
most preferable. All methods of ret¬ 
ting by chemicals were injurious. 

T. It. C. Crowell, general manager of 
the United States Flax Fiber company 
spoke highly of the adaptability of 

tlliS country, for :Uix rainiuu Lie *y*~ 

Ulblted samples of retting, described a 
number of the processes, aud told of 
the success he had in securing liber 
from the great plant liy the rubber fff 
roller process aud praised the steam * 
process. The Dr. llickman system of 
converting filter into paper pulp was 
explained by Manager Atkinson, of 
the French-Hickuian Fiber company, 
here. Breaking and scutching ma¬ 
chinery was the subject presented by 
Prof. Hoverstnd of Crookston. 

A Decided Hit 

was made by Prof. Hrys, of tlie Min¬ 
nesota experiment station- in liis ad. 
dress on flax breeding. His thorough 
knowledge of the subject was evident 
and be treated the matter from the 
historical and scientific standpoint. 
American methods of cultivation and 
machinery were pronounced superior 
to those of any other country. Wheat 
crops following flax were usually a 
success, better profits resulting from 
the mixed sowing of flax and wheat 
than from either alone, and the best 
and 6tmlgbtest fiber was secured from 
fields where flax grew thickest. Thin 
stands allowed too much branching, 
which broke up the fiber strands and / 
damaged its commercial value. , 

“Insects That Damage Flax" was the. 
subject of the address of Prof. Wal¬ 
dron, of the North Dakota experiment 
farm, and he was of tlie opinion that 
little danger a ttended I lie crop from 
that source except, from grasshoppers 
and crickets, witli occasional damage 
from cutworms. J. K. Brady of Dodge 
Center. Minn., assailed the methods of 
continuous flax production on the same 
land and thought ignorant, systems of 
farming had done much to discourage 
the industry, besides injuring the crop 
and the land. He advised conserva¬ 
tism in the production of tbe crop and 
condemned wlint lie considered the 
tendency of North Dakota ami Minne¬ 
sota farmers to rush into the cultiva¬ 
tion at too great an extent.
